place of the 273 accidents investi- 
gated by state motor police officers 
in this section last year, in which 
a score of motorists or pedestrians 
lost their lives, was made public to- 
day at the local substation. 
The 


study of accident reports was made 
by police officials. 


Speeding is listed as the greatest 


single cause of accidents, while more 
crashes occurred on the Lincoln 
highway east and west of Gettys- 
burg than on any other road in this 
section. The figures show that the 
hour between 5 and 6 o'clock in the 
evening remains the most hazardous 
for travel with about one-ninth of 
all the crashes occurring in that 
hour. 


Surprisingly, the statistics show 


that more than two-thirds of the ac- 
cidents occurred on dry roads when 
weather conditions were good. About 
one-half of all the accidents took 
place on straight stretches of road. 
Accidents on straight stretches were 
almost as numerous as those hap- 
pening on curves, grades and inter- 
sections combined. 


A total of 205 of the 273 mishaps 


occurred on dry highways. 63 on wet 
roads and 18 others on icy thorough- 
fares. Straight stretches of road saw 
134 accidents. There were 25 on 
curves. 51 on hills or grades and 68 
at intersections. Only one accident 
last year, and that a fatal crash at 
Brush Run. took place on a grade 
railway crossing. 


Next to the Lincoln highway, route 


burg roads, ranks second with 52 
crashes. There were 66 on the Lin- 
coln highway in this area, which, 
generally speaking, includes the 
highways witnin Adams county. The 
Hanover and Fairfield roads were 
the scenes of 31 crashes and the 
Hanover-Carlisle road saw 30 col- 
lisions. The Biglerville road had 25 
charged against it 


A study of the accident reports 


with regard to the time at which the 
accidents took place showed that 
while 32 occurred between the hours 
of 5 and 6 o'clock m the evening the 
following hour was a clo^c second 
with 28 accidents occurring between 
6 and 7 o'clock in the evening 
The 


"safest" hour for travel between 
noon and midnight was from 1 to 2 
o'clock m the afternoon wl-.cn there 
were only seven accidents 


In the period from midnight to 


noon the peak of 12 accidents was 
reached between 9 and 10 o'clock and 
equaled between 11 and 12 o'clock 
noon. The low point for the morn- 
ing hours occurred between -; and 5 
o'clock with only one accident. 


More than a score of separate 


causes were assigned to the various 
accidents, with only one crash \\ hich 
had the cause listed as "unknown " 
Speeding heads the list with 58 ac- 
cidents. Other principal causes fol- 
low: 
Failure u> yield right of way, 


35; inattention to driving. 28: driving 
on loft side of highway, 20; careless 
pedestrians, 18; improper passing, 
10; intoxication, 15; defective brakes 
or tires, seven.

Pittsburgh. Jan. 13 (AP).— Thrill- 


ing stories of heroism and tragedy 
were related today by the 25 sur- 
vivors of a mine blast 17 miles west 
of here In which eight were known 
dead and two others missing and 
believed, to be dead. . 


Weary rescue crews, with masks

jstrous explosion 34 years ago in 
which 185 lives were lost, normally 
had more than 500 miners in it. 
there were but 35 repairmen and 
supervisors at work when the gas in 
the mine exploded. 


Four miners were injured, two 


critically, and brought out by their 
heroic companions. 


Andrew Humahik, a rock driller. 


estimtaed he was about 500 yards 
from the blast. 


"It knocked my partner and me 


down and rolled us over twice," said 
Humanik. 
"We lay down for five 


minutes with pur hands against our 
faces. Then I looked and saw the 
head lamps of some men. I yelled 
'come on,' nudged my partner and 
ran to help." 


Humanik and his companion drag- 


ged out KefTer, who was dead, and 
ah injured man, while smoke rolled 
down the narrow passageway.
